


SET-OUT TIME
• All materials must be placed in your cart and at the curb the night before or by

6 a.m. on your collection day.

IMPORTANT TIPS 

• Place your carts on a level surface at least three feet apart and three feet away from
mailboxes, cars, and overhead branches. Keep carts close to the curb and out of the street.

• All materials must fit inside your carts with the lid closed. Materials left outside of carts
will not be collected.

• Wheeled carts make them easier to move - remember to pull the cart uphill and push
it downhill.

• In the winter, please clear a place for your cart on the driveway, away from any snow piles.

YARD WASTE
• Yard waste can be included in your trash cart. All yard waste must be

placed inside the cart to be collected.

BULKY ITEM COLLECTION

If you have a large item that needs to be collected such as furniture, 
bedding, or appliances, you must schedule a pickup by calling Waste 
Management Customer Service at (866) 797-9018. Up to 2 items per 
month will be collected at no charge. After two items in a month, there 
will be a charge of $35 for up to three more items and then $15 for each 
additional item.

Recycling cart with yellow lid - use 
only the green cart with the yellow lid 
for recycling. Please break down 
cardboard boxes and place them in 
your recycling cart. No materials 
outside the cart will be collected. 

GOOD CART PLACEMENT

Place your cart at least 3 feet away
from all objects including 
your second cart, mailbox, car, 
or tree to enable the automatic 3 ft.

The lid opening should face the street with the wheels of the cart facing your house.

NO Batteries – check local 
drop-off programs for 
proper disposal
